Washington. April L—{ Special.)-If it Is 
true, ss reports from the White House 
this evening indicate that they are seri¬ 
ously considering the appointment of for¬ 
mer Vice President Fairbanks to the court 
of St. James, It will be very gratifying 
to all the Americans tn this country who 
esteem nnd respect a most oattmable char¬ 
acter. The former Vice President repre¬ 
sents not only In this country but abroad 
the most splendid type of s representative 
citizen. His career as a Senator and «a 
a presiding officer of the Senate was be¬ 
yond any and all reproach. In all of his 
rulings In the Senate he proved himself 
to be not a partisan, but a presiding offi¬ 
cer of courtesy and ability Not a word 
of fault was found with hlin on either 
sld* of tha chamber and he left hi* office 
and his senatorial friend*, who numbered 
the entire membership of the body, with 
the highest and most sincere compliments 
that any. presiding officer of that great 
body had received. 

It would be most fitting In President 
Taft and decretory Knox to appoint su. h 
an eminent statesman a* Mr Fairbanks 
has proved himself to h# to the high po¬ 
sition now made vacant by the declina¬ 
tion Of Dr Eliot.

They stood In 
tha comer of the large green and gold 
room of the Board of Trade as the vis¬ 
itors passed for their greeting Many 
mistook th© humorist for the railroad 
magnate, and as the visitors ivuwcd Mark 
Twain, congratulating him on the com¬ 
pletion of the Virginian railway, he en¬ 
joyed th© jofce hugely but In silence 
After the procession passed the crowd 
masked itself in the rear of the room, 
crowding out Into the hallwnv nnd In the 
comer* Then came erte* of “8p©ec.h. 
speech," and quite as If he expected It. 
Mr C’lomen* mounted a chair. The ap¬ 
pearance of Ms silvered, shaggy’ head 
above the crowd commanded Instant at¬ 
tention. 

"My fFends.” h© said, “while I have 
been shaking your hands I hav© listened 
to some very flattering compliments. I 
like compliments, especially those which 
seem to come from the heart, as your* 
did. They went straight to my heart, and 
I thank you all l couM not help but fee! 
flattered ns you passed me and thanked 
me so sincerely for the splendid toad I 
had built through your State, j like com¬ 
pliments. gentlemen. And I thank you." 

This brought forth a merry round of 
laughter and for the first time those 
who had mistaken Mark Twain for H. H. 
Rogers realised their mistake When Mr. 
Clemens finished speaking there w is a 
brief pause and then came cries of "Mr 
Rogers, speech?”

At the end of that time the maxi¬ 
mum rate* will go into effect against all 
countries, which. In the opinion of the 
President, are not giving the United 
Slates their best tariff rate*. 

The President la understood to favor 
strongly thl* Idea of application of the 
maximum and minimum principle, and U 
la believed it will bo toe plan Anally 
agreed upon. The plan of administering 
tho minimum and maximum rate* In the 
House bill, os it now stand*, Is said to be 
more indefinite and lee* effective than the 
one proposed by the Senate Finance Cora- 
to it tee.

Conference With Aldrich. 

Prior to the Cabinet meeting to-day 
President Taft had a conference with 
Chairman Aldrich, of the Senate Finance 
Committee, and Secretary of the Trea*ury 
MacYeogh Senator Aldrich assured the 
President that the committee is making 
most satisfactory progre** with the tariff 
bill, and said there would be Uttls or 
no delay In taking the matter up In the 
Semite follow ing a vote In the House. 

The administrative feature* of the Scn- 
ato bill were then taken up for discussion, 
which will be resumed at the White 
House next week. Senator Aldrich left for 
New York to-day. and the Flmuice Com¬ 
mittee will not meet during his absence. 

There have been more or less apparent¬ 
ly authentic report* current from time to 
time to tho effect that th* majority senti¬ 
ment In the Senate was opposed to the 
minimum and maximum principle a* 
enunciated In the Payne bill. President 
Taft has not shared this belief, and to¬ 
day he received definite assurance aa to 
the correctness of his position when Sen¬ 
ator Aldrich outlined to him his own posi¬ 
tion and that of the majority of the 
Finance Committee, as to the plan of 
administration to be provided for In the 
Senate measuro which ha* further the 
support of a Supreme Court decision a* 
to Ua constitutionality.

Applies To All. 

The difference between the minimum 
and maximum rates will be 3D per 
onnL It Is >plunned that for a period 
of nine month* or one year the minimum 
rate, which will be Axed as the protective 
rate/shall apply to all countries without 
distinction or discrimination. At the end 
of this period the maximum rate* auto¬ 
matically will go Into effect ttgaJnst ail 
countries, which. In the opinion of the Ex¬ 
ecutive, tire not giving to the Untied 
State* their most fgvored nation clause* 
In other words. IL-Will require nfflrmatlve 
action by the President, after a tlwrough 
inquiry, to give any nation the beneAt of 
the minimum American rate If. In the 
general Inquiry which will be made dur¬ 
ing the “probationary" period, the Presi¬ 
dent And* that certain nations are dls- 
artndnatlng against the United States, he 
fill merely refrain from l**ulng a procla¬ 
mation regarding thaae countries and the 
maximum rate henceforth will apply to 
them.

S lete power of Inquiry and decision. The 
upreroo Court of the United 8uwee. in s 
case involving the constitutionality of the 
McKinley tariff art, decided that Con¬

To the demand for relief front high d»* 
ties. Mr. Dixon, of Indiana, said that the 
Republican party in the House was pre¬ 
paring to lay upon the people additional 
burdens despite its pre-cTcction promises. 

“To the cry for lower taxes," he said, 
“the answer comes, ’higher contributions.’ 
To the plea for reduction of the cost of 
the necessaries of life is toe assurance 
that higher prices wilt bring added pros¬ 
perity and happiness To the appeal 
that the poor are unable to stand groatri 
burden*, the promise that our nation will 
continue to prosper and that In sum* 
way this prosperity will diffuse Itself 
among all the people.” 

Speaking on the pulp and paper sched¬ 
ule*. Mr. Currier, of New Hampshire, 
declared that there is little increase In 
the price of paper over that of a decade 
ago, while the cost of production ha* In¬ 
creased. He added that every attempt 
to show an unlawful combination among 
paper manufacturer* had failed. He ar¬ 
gued against the $8 2-8 per cent, reduc¬ 
tion In duty, which he held would b© de¬ 
structive to the Industry.

"The Interest* of the independent tan¬ 
ners of sole and harness leather are 
threatened seriously o>* the present duty 
on hide* and the attitude ot Without 
If w© do not i*ko up th*? matter without 
delay and force the Issue wKh sll our 
strength there Is no telling what the re¬ 
sult will be. The packer* have iant ad¬ 
vantage over us which we must over- 
corns They obtain hide* In this coun¬ 
try for almost nothing and they tan and 
fix the price* on the same without having 
to pnv a duty. The profits they have 
realised since this system became a law 
hav© mounted up into kingly ransom*, 
for their materluf Is purchased from tb© 
farmer In th© shape of 1JJ© eatUe and 
costs them practically nothing, while w# 
are compelled to pay fancy prices for 
nmtorlai from abroad.” 

Sir Bechtel further ©aid that by forc¬ 
ing tbe Independent manufacturer to pui- 
cluvse material from foreign countries th© 
common people are subjected to an ad¬ 
vene© tn the price of shoo* He declared 
that the manufacturer has to pay D cents 
more for hide* on account or the tariff, 
which cause* the price of abacs 
upward 60 cents. He concluded b> say- 

the puckers nr© allowed the advan¬ 
tage they now have over us. It l* only 
a question of time before w* will have 
to go out «f the buKlnosa We must, 
therefore, protest against' the discrimi¬ 
nation that Is being practiced by the 
United State* Government in 
the packing Industry. 1 do not think 
that any Independent manufacturer ob¬ 
jects to the packer going Into the leath¬ 
er busing* a* long as we are placed on 
equal term*. 1*it when they are given 
the preference over us I Jhmk you will 
agree that it 1* time to call a halt. The 
only way to settle the difference Is to 
have the tariff removed entirely, so thnt 
th© independent* can have a fair chance 
to continue lr> the business ’* . .

PHICE OF FLOUR HIGHER THAN 
IN YEARS. 


LITTLE RELIEF IN SIGHT FOR 
THE PEOPLE. 


SPECULATORS REAP HARVEST. 


Due to uncertain conditions In the wheat 
bolt of the groat Northwest and a corner 
on the market In Chicago, the people ua 
this section ar© forced to pay the highest 
prices far broad and flour In yoars. And 
tho worst Is yot to come, for It Is thu 
opinion of local experts that the situation 
will r\ot be relieved for some time. It Is 
sold that tho supply of wheat lu LjuU- 
ville now Is smaller than It ever Uas been 
at this season of the year because spec¬ 
ulator* In th© Chicago market have ab¬ 
solute control and their attitude show-* 
plainly that nothing short of a ntiijcle 
cun force them to relinquish their hold 
on the product 

H.. H Bingham, a local grain mer¬ 
chant, said last night that only the un¬ 
expected t an bring relief from the present 
high prices. He saJd: 

"Price* ar© abnormally high. W© nr© 
getting $1.40 per bushel for wheat her* 
which means moro than appear* on tbe 
surface. The prices are so high that w* 
ar© selling very little of th# product The 
movement is very small and I do not as¬ 
pect nVnctlnn to com© soon elther." 

When a* tod If he thought the prtetnt 
prices would remain stationary. Mr Bing¬ 
ham replied In th© negative. He declared 
that the Chicago speculators have the sit¬ 
uation well tn hand and the chances aro 
that they wilt retain their grip on the 
market until they are forced to give way. 
Ho said: 

“The world-situation Is aiding the Chi¬ 
cago corner The Argentine crop* are 
going low and th© Kuropean supply U 
diminishing. I understand. This indicates 
that the corner will remain Intact and 
pricos go still higher. Of course it Is 
hard to tell Jffst what will happen in the 
wheat market. The crash nuiy come at 
almost any moment, breaking the corner 
nnd affording relief to this and other sec¬ 
tions that hav© been affected by the ac¬ 
tion of tho speculators. However, the 
prospects ar# not very encouraging for a 
change for the totter In the near future." 

A prominent authority on grain from 
the miller's point of view, who did not 
wish to be quoted, stated last night that 
the supply that la being held to thl* ■ac¬ 
tion at present Is far below the nverag* 
Not more than fiOY.OOO bushels are on hand 
hero now. he said. Compared with ordi¬ 
nary conditions, It can to seen horn* alarm¬ 
ing tho situation is when It Is understood 
that usually, at thia time of year Soa.ovj 
bush«’ls of wheat are on hand.

"We usually hav© * large supply of 
wheat on hand In J^Hilsville at th’s sea¬ 
son of the year, but the Uhlciwo situation 
has ruled u* out. May and July option* 
closed at the highest price realised In the 
market this season. The former soared 
ox* to 1 ?\ -while the latter reached the 
In8\ mark. It waa tofleved some weeks 
ago that the situation^ would change by 
this time, but the big rise In fiL»y and 
J ill v option wheat yesterday Is a direct 
contradiction that the change In favor of 
the consumer of flour will r >ms soon."

practicable. 

Said ordinance shall provide among 
Other things for the removal of all holl- 
♦•r*. furnaces or other heating appliances 
from beneath the floors and stngrs of 
such places of amusement, and shall also 
require that all register* be removed from 
ihe floors and properly placed in tho 
walls of such places It shall also pro¬ 
vide for the safety from tires and panic* 
of all public halls and other plures of 
amusement, Including moving picture ex- 
hltdtlous. containing a seating capnHty 
for less than three hundred persons, by 
requiring such appliances for safety. In¬ 
cluding suffletont exits, etc., ns may be 
necessary or desirable to render same 
safe to th*' patron* and employes of such 
pln« es In the event of fire or panics in 
•Uch places. 

Second—That the said two architects 
appointed on said commission shall re¬ 
ceive each for his service* rendered In 
examining such place* and In the prep¬ 
aration of said proposed ordinance one 
hundred dollars when said- work Is com¬ 
pleted and said ordinance Is presented 
to the General Council ua called for In 
this resolution. 

Third—That when said comtntaston has 
been formed by the appointment of said 
two architects by the Mayor it shall 
proceed without unnecessary delay to 
perform Its duties under this resolution!

’*JC2S7—Whenever any person engaged In 
carrying on the business of a distiller de¬ 
frauds, dr attempts to derraud. the United 
Slut©* of th® tax on the spirits distilled 
by him or any part thereof, h® shall for¬ 
feit the distillery and dlltttllng apparatus 
used by lilm. and all dietllled spirit* and 
all raw material* for the production of 
distilled spirits found In the distillery and 
on the distillery premise*, and shall be 
flneil not lea* than $500, nor more than 
$5,000. and be Imprisoned not less than 
six months, nor more than thre® years.”

FOUR INDOOR WORLD'S RECORDS BROKEN 


Harold Buetel, Morton Gray, Walton Coleman'and Herbert 
Downes Distinguish Themselves In Y. M. G. A. 
Athletic Meet. 


T HE Indoor athletic meet held at 
the T. M C. A. gymnasium. 
Fourth avenue aud % Broadway, 
last evening was the most suc¬ 
cessful of any that has ever been held 
there, and a largo crowd of en¬ 
thusiasts was ^ on hand to cheer 
tho boys In the contests. Tliis meet 
will go down In athletic history 
not only os one of th« greatest tint 
has ever' been held in the city, but the 
best that has been held by any Y. M. C. 
A. In th<* West, considering tits fact that 
four Indoor world's records were broken, 
two of which were shattered by Harold 
Beutel. tho sprinter of the Manual track 
team. 

Shortly before S o'clock the athletes 
assembled on thb gymnasium floor, and 
while tho Railroad Y. M. C. A. orchestra 
played a selection the first event was 
called and the meet was on. The shot- 
putters were tho first on the programme, 
and It proved a hard fought Contest from 
$h* first. B. M. Vance won first place with 
a throw of 37 foot 9 Inches, Vance Is a 
graduate of Harvard and an athlete of 
ability. The second man In this event was 
A. Gernlelu. Jr., who threw 35 feet 7 
Inches, and 8. T. Payne was third, hit 
distance being 85 feet 5 Inches. 

When the call for the EO-yurd dash wn* 
made several of tho btsst sprinters In the 
South answered to the call, and cheor 
after cheer went up from me crowd as the 
men ran down in the truck while warm 
Ing up. When Harold Beutel took his 
place on the mark all eyes were turned 
on him, and when tho starter sent him on 
his way there was a deafening roar which 
lasted until he had crossed the tape. 

Then the noise subsided, for all were 
anxious to know the result and when the 
timers announced tint! he had broken the 
world’s Indoor 22-lap record for the 2*0- 
ynrd dash the applause was deafening. 
The Urn* that Beil tel ran t ha distance in 
was 26 3-5 seconds, w hich Is 1-5 of a sec¬ 
ond lower than the record. 

The running high Jump. In which there 
were six men ©nter©<1. was won by R L 
Wayne, lumping a height of 6 feet 6 
Inches. Wayne proved to be one of tbe 
beat athletes on the association team and 
bos showed remarkable Improvement In 
his work this season. Wayne’s height 
wss 6 feet 6 Inches, •* 

In the 440-yard run two men broke the 


world's record for this distance, the win¬ 
ner., Harold Beutel running the distance In 
66 4-6 seconds and Walton Coleman fin¬ 
ishing second in 67 seconds flat. 

Beutel set out In this race at a he art- 
breaking pace and many who watched 
this little runner fearvd that ho could not 
last oat, but In the last lap hn 
sprung forth with a wonderful burst of 
speed and crossed the Ulp* a world's 
champion at tbe distance. Coleman ran 
a wonderful race In this event and lx> 
easily proved himself to bo the greatest 
quarter-in Her that has ever worn the as¬ 
sociation emblem. 

The events produced another world s 
champion when.Norton Gray, of the as¬ 
sociation team, lowered the record for the 
lnd'X>r IB-foot rope climb from 4 3-5 sec¬ 
onds to 4 2-5 seconds. He also lowered 
his record for the local ass'K’latlon rccotd 
which was 5 seconds. This climber ^ 
probably one of tbe best men on the rope 
chat can he found in the country and be 
has a bright future before him. 

After .some very spectacular Jumping 
on the |»art of the contestants the three 
brood Jump "wut was won by E. J. 
Bell, his ilistancp being thirty feet six 
Inches. The work of the Blind School 
ath)«tes. Brown. White and Bmlth. in this 
♦•vent won the admiration of all present, 
and they were heartily cheered when¬ 
ever they were competing. 

Herbert Downes, that star half-mller of 
the association who has been tbe hem 
on many running tracks, again distin¬ 
guished himself as a wonderful runne; 
when he lowered the Indoor world's time 
for the half miles to two minutes and 
eight and two-flftlis seconds, which Is 
one and three-fifths seconds better than 
the old record. With a long, swift stride 
hs set nut on this race at a fast pace 
which seemed Impossible for that dis¬ 
tance. After he bad passed tbe first 
quarter* mile he was still going nt ths 
some pace and showed no signs of weak¬ 
ening. In the final 220 yards of tbe 
rare he burst forth with all of the energy 
that was In him and crossed the tape a 
world's record holder 

The pole vault was won by R. L 
Wayne, who vaulted a height of eight 
feet eight Inches. This event was hotly 
contested and not until after many trials 
did the winner provs his claim. 

The last event on the programme was 
the one-m!le IntorwcholasUr relay rare be¬ 
tween the New Albany High Bohool and 
the Jeffersonville High 8chcmi teams. The 
Nsw Albany boys were the winners In 
the time of four minutes and two-fifths 
second*. This race proved to be of In¬ 
terest to the spectators.

If 
ths officers of a life insurance company 
writ* more than $150,000,000 new business 
within the caJtndar year they are sub¬ 
ject to fine and Imprisonment.

The main theory herein taught Is 
that a change within brings a change 
without. Most of life Is spent In the 
struggle against outside foes, too lit¬ 
tle against the foes within. Like true 
repentance an Inner change must re¬ 
sult In spiritual unfolding. We only 
gc-t out of things what we bring to 
them. Capacity to receive Is therefore 
a thing to be cultivated. 

This author cites the three condi¬ 
tions of growth as receptivity, assimi¬ 
lation aiul expression, the first open¬ 
ing the door to the other two "The 
mind Is the origin of all there Is; the 
mind Is the master, the mind is the 
cause." This principle Is thousands of 
years old, yet It Is to-day called the 
• New Thought," The author's creed 
Is that we are limited by nothing save 
our own wills, if we choose we can 
all be happy, well, and in harmony 
with life There are no such things 
as accidents, nothing is a visitation 
of God We merely have opportuni¬ 
ties which we accept or reject as we 
choose. "No one limits us. No con¬ 
dition binds us. No disease limits us." 

She claims that the foundation of 
her teaching is love. Love in alt its 
unselfish service for others, a love that 
develops the highest spirituality. "To 
hate or resent shows Ignorance In the 
disciple." Sin Is only ignorance. Do 
not use the word hate under any cir¬ 
cumstances. Nothing Is to be hated. 
The circle of love admits nothing else, 
and is without beginning or end. One 
can be educated to love all things, 
thereby gaining a knowledge far more 
valuable than mathematics or history* 
Rthoois that teach love give a price¬ 
less power to the child. "There are 
people that can bring birds to light 
on them because of their great love 
ler them." 

The church she complains (perhaps 
that Is the wrong word) has degen¬ 
erated from spirit to dogma. The 
metaphysical idea of old has degen¬ 
erated from the law of living by love 


to cant phrases and the assertion of 
the personal self. 

The right of self-development leads 
to all other rights and gives freedom 
from all evils which lead to slavery. 
"How can we lead or educate others 
to see the pleasures of the spiritual 
life?" she ask*. And the good an¬ 
swer Is: "Not by taking the defiant 
attitude of mind." Not surely by get¬ 
ting oneself up as an example, but by 
living through right puposes and by 
doing one's best. 

Labor is not work. One is hard, Oie 
other easy. The author says she ha-* 
never seen a person who could not lay 
down his burden If he wished to. "Take 
my yoke upon you and learn of me 
The yoke helps one to carry a heavy 
load. "The spiritual yoke Is the ac¬ 
ceptance of right principles, and re¬ 
sults In right living" 

Each individual patient treated by 
the author has a certain tone and his 
disease results from this tone. There 
are the tone,** of what she calls "seek 
lng"—criticism, fear, Irritation, worn- 
asperity. suspicion of people, anger. 
Jealousy*, resentment and so forth 
Each also has his color which corre¬ 
sponds with his tone. The tomes and 
colors of mourning make disease of all 
kinds. 

The book is written somewhat di¬ 
dactically. Most of Its thoughts are 
taken from the ancient Yedlc philos¬ 
ophers. Couched In modem language 
they possess a certain attraction, which 
has an element of pathos because of 
its widespread appeal 

The subjects treated by the short 
chapter.} are arranged under general 
headings such as these: 

General Metaphysical Principles— 
Thought Power—Love—Service—Tono 
and Atmosphere—Will and Character 
—Doubt and Faith—Mourning—Peace 
—Joy.

The glimpses of her 
childhood show the artistic tempera¬ 
ment and 1U effect upon the possess- 
orta^future. it was the way of sacri¬ 
fice, the martyr's crown, that held for 
Thyrxa its fascination to the very* end. 
yet by means far from commonplace 
the author has managed to make the 
martyrdom anything but forced or dis¬ 
tasteful to the reader. Miss Brown has 
shown In Thyrxa a splendid example 
of the hightest art in fiction—that of 
creating an individual that will be a 
distinct person, yet conform to a type. 

Thyrxa doee more Following a 
trend of the day, she la one more ar¬ 
gument proving that If through Inno¬ 
cence. Ignorance or oerfldy, a girt once 
go$s astray, society should not blast 
hers and her child's life by making 
her an outcast. Thyrxa has all her 
girlhood dreamed of love and. filled 
with the fables and legends of her 
classic studies, at every unusual emo¬ 
tion cries to her heart: "This is love!" 
Accident threw the villain in her 
way. accident led her unsuspectingly on. 
A missed train, a young boy, a younger 
hut more romantic maid, and 
love and to Thyrxa the promise of the 
sacred name of wife.

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If "The Cords of Vanity" were as 
good, as Its title, nothing more would 
he desired. The writer has taken many 
leaves from either his own or others' 
experiences, and has truthfully present¬ 
ed certain "affairs" from a man’s point 
of view, showing the extent to which 
a susceptible and inconstant young man 
can be entangled. Through each and 
©very one runs the vein of egregious 
vanity, w*hlch deters the reader from 
feeling the sympathy that Is generally 
boused by a genial and modestly-dis¬ 
posed author. 

Without so Intending an author often 
obtrudes part of his personality In a 
manner that may be antagonising, es¬ 
pecially to a member of the opposite 
■ex Here It Is an Immense disillusion, 
a soreness with life and Its offerings, 
and an Inability to take them in any but 
their relations to self. Yet the real self Is 
obscured, for there must be somo rea¬ 
son for writing such a book as this, 
some yearning after missed chances, 
some desire to do or to be something 
different. On© of the characters says

"Yes. I have read your book and I 
dislike It. because there la not a bit of 
Tou tn It. Of course, I am glad It was 
th© big noise of th© month and also a 
little jealous of it.

Is rather one of ©avoir fair© than 
of truth for truth*© sake Suggesting, 
however, deeper problems than It un¬ 
dertake© to solve, the book will be re¬ 
garded very differently by those of di¬ 
vergent views Its le»on Is doubtless 
a useful one If those for \rhr>m It Is 
meant have the grace to receive It.

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In this volume Dr. Fowler, the distin¬ 
guished fellow and lecturer of Lincoln 
College. Oxford, has made an enter¬ 
taining and scholarly study of the life 
and manners, education, morals and 
religion during that critical epoch In 
the Graeco-Roman civilization, the age 
of Cicero, in nine hundred contem¬ 
porary letters Dr. Fowler had rich au¬ 
thoritative basis for this picture of 
classical social life. He acknowledge* 
help also received from Marquardt's 
Private Life of the Romans" and from 
othff sources, first and second hand. 

But It Is not only a picture that th© 
author wishes to present. He Is a re¬ 
flective philosopher as well as a pho¬ 
tographer of that period which b© lias 
evidently studied closely.

Mr. C Bertrand Thompson has taken 
as hls thesis the fact that a wide gulf 
yawns between the musses of the labor 
lng people and the ehurche* of to-day. 
He Is, he says well aware that many 
other people, notably professional T men. 
are likewise alienated from the church 
es. But he has confined himself en¬ 
tirely to the problem as it Is connected 
with "tolling humanity." 

In hls discussions or the causes for 
this alienation the author forswears 
uny intention of judging the churches' 
sincerity, their theological or theoret¬ 
ical correctness. The first cause for 
the allmatlon the author sets down 
as the "exclusiveness" of the churches, 
He maintains that "they are made up 
of th* well-to-do and the rich, there 
is In them an Indifference and antlp 
athy to the hard worker." In the older 
countries Mr. Thompson finds an ex 
cesslve subservience of the church to 
political power, while in Amerien there 
Is a similar concession to commercial 
control of the pulpit. The neglect of 
social teaching In favor of a narrow 
and limited theology is also cited as 
one of the chief errors of the churches 
On this score the author Is particu¬ 
larly censorious. The position of or 
ganlz*>d religion as regards the partly 
economic, partly ethical, side* of the 
social question 1* Impugned. Espe¬ 
cially sever© Is Mr Thompson a* re 
gards ministerial ignorance of the 
economics of the question. 

Among the cures for these evils the 
Author suggests that the churches must 
seek the people; they must "modernize 
their preaching and their practice;’ 
they must work along social and 
economic lines; tlify must secure more 
efficient leaders and preacher*. 

Thl* Is all very fine Pretty nearly 
all these arraignments have their grain 
of truth, but the author does not seem 
to have done full Justice to certain 
excellent examples within the churches 
of a growing effort to *©t back to 
baric principles of rhristlan work and 
to grapple meantime according to mod¬ 
ern methods with specific modern prob¬ 
lems which do indeed clamor for heal-

The Zeppelin Adventure. 

Count Zeppelin's perilous trip in hi* 
airship, followed by his safe landing, 
may.

The Preacher in Politic*. 

Says Hie Albany, Now York. Even¬ 
ing Journal; 

A movement is now under way to pnss 
a State-wide prohibition law in Kentucky, 
which Mr. Wattcrson opposes with a 
forceful discussion of the whole question 
of sumptuary legislation. Portions of in© 
article are printed on this page. 

"Perhaps the most striking feature of 
th© article is the Arraignment of the 
clergy for political activity, combined 
with profession of high respect for brdlt 
church and pulpit. Th© key-note of Mr 
Watterson's argument is that ’th© clergy 
are not safe, or sound, political leaders, 
and that clericalism in politics loses more 
for tho church than It gains for the 
State. Fven wtu-r© Its representatives are 
honest and disinterested and not \ r ainglo- 
rious and corrupt.' 

"The church, and the clergy as an In¬ 
tegral port of it. exert a higher and. in 
th© long run. a more powerful influence 
upon political affairs as moral leaven, 
with a positive although Indirect effect, 
than any that they can gain through at¬ 
tempts at leadership. Thc^cburch, as th© 
greatest of moral agencies, has as its 
chief function the inspiring of men to bet¬ 
ter things. The degree of moral prin¬ 
ciple in political affairs is always approx¬ 
imately equal to th© average morality of 
tho masses. Tho ciorgy, as the exempli¬ 
fication of Christian manhood, can and 
does exert a strong Impression upon sec¬ 
ular affairs by its teaching and example. 

"As Th© Journal explained a short lira© 
ago in discussing the prohibition move¬ 
ment in th© South. theSmderlying cause 
of the propaganda is th© church's teach¬ 
ing that it is sinful for a man to take a 
drink of whisky, and that therefor© t !* 1 
liquor traffic should b© crushed and ©very 
other thing don© to prevent whisky drink¬ 
ing. regardless of eons©qucnces. AH prac¬ 
tical considerations have been font sight 
of in th© purely ethical question of the 
rightness or wrongness of th© act of tak¬ 
ing a drink. Temp©ranee, as represented 
by the proper us© of liquor, as opposed 
to Its exrcsslve und harmful use. which 
prior to the recent prohibition movement 
was the teaching, is forgotten. Th© doc¬ 
trine now Is that because It is evil the 
liquor traffic should b© crushed, summar¬ 
ily. with entire lack of appreciation of the 
practical political problems Involved. 

Mr. Wattcrson forcefully enunciate* 
th© position of those, both In th© North 
and In the South, who arc In sympathy 
with the movement to correct the evils 
of the liquor traffic, but who believe that 
sumptuary laws are not only inefficacious, 
but also wrong In prlclple." 

From time immemorial the opposi¬ 
tion of Democrats to sumptuaty legis¬ 
lation has been denounced as alliance 
with the Rum Power and sympathy 
with th© Demon of Drink, and. since 
so many clergymen feel themselves 
committed to the affirmation of Pro¬ 
hibition laws In the mistaken belief 
that they make for good morals, op¬ 
position to Religion, the Christian 
Ministry and the Church Is by the 
meretricious aild excitable ascribed to 
Democrats and Democracy, and not 
less now than In the days of Thomas 
Jefferson. 

The Albany Evening Journal, which 
has a thinking apparatus of its own. 
draws th© proper distinction. It Is no 
more than fair to the Courier-Journal 
In Its general aim and trend. A cer¬ 
tain confusion of thought permeates 
th© whole Prohibitionist propaganda, 
which is not only unsparing In Its rule- 
or-ruln policy, but rests upon a false 
premises of religion and morals and 
government. Both this false premise 
and confusion of thought ar© most 
aptly Illustrated by a recent writer In 
ths New Orleans Tlmes-Democnit, who 
very courteously, but altogether mis¬ 
takenly. criticises th© attitude of th© 
Courier-Journal toward the current 
discussion. 

"1 believe/' «ays Mr. O. W. Chamber¬ 
lain, "It is not only the privilege of the 
editor, but his duty to advocate. In 
season and out of season, through his 
medium, the pros©, what he believes to 
be bewt for tho country, and. believing, 
an Col. Wattcrson does, that prohibi¬ 
tion is bad for the country. It ts his 
duty to oppose It. On th© other hand. 
If the ministers feel that the sale of 
whisky is a curse to the country, it Is 
their right as well as ihesr duty to flght 
It In the pulpit. In the street. In the 
home—anywhere and everywhere they 
can influence a single person to their 
belief." 

This does not admit of a dispute. It 
Is both the "right" and the "duty" of 
the dergy to put forth alt the power 
and all the resources of their holy of¬ 
fice to moderate the use of intoxicants 
and to abate the drink habit. That, 
however. Is not the proposition with 
which we have to d*nl. Prohibition 
seeks to compel by force of law that 
which can only bo compassed by 
process of evolution and education. 

Drunkenness Is at one© a disease and 
a curse. Whether the human species 
may ever be mode Immune against it 
is a question. In the realms of Ma¬ 
homet the successful Inhibition of drink 
has led to other forms of cxocsh and 
abuse Nowhere else Ims the attempt 
at Inhibition met'with success. 

Though a total abstainer, the Mussul¬ 
man is scarcely* regarded as an ideal 
either of physical or mental perfection, 
whilst thus far all efforts in the United 
States to command by law the disuse 
of ardent spirits have proved abortive 
Both in Turkey, where a religious 


edict, and in Maine, where a legislative 
statute, interdicts strong, or even molt 
and vinous drink, other vloos, prac¬ 
tices and hr*bits, sinister and lowering 
In their character and unkntwn to 
oimniunHUe existing under less drastic 
systems, havo sprung l«to being, have 
hod rank and noxious growth, and have 
degraded rather than elovated the pub. 
lie standards. 

In other word*. Prohibition docs not 
and cannot Prohibit. 

Hut It was to mark the confusion of 
mind which ohoractetvxes the Pndilhl- 
tlor. argument that w© set out to *p«*ak 
Tl»e one-idea gospel sees only Its sin¬ 
gle objective point, quit© forgetting 
tout w© live In a world of Interdepon- 
denci©* where senilniunt and emotion 
Oo not always square with Justice and 
law. or even good morals. Mr. Cham¬ 
berlain mi hi very’ far to sea la the fol¬ 
lowing: 

"As to the ignorant and hysterical worn- 
pu. when th© Colonel realise* that being 
denied the ballot, hot coffee and songs are 
the only means they have of protesting. 
1 * it realty strange that some beaten, half- 
starved wife of a drunken brute should 
enter a protest against a thing site know* 
causes her misery, or tiiat some poor. Ig¬ 
norant children taken out of school, de¬ 
nied all the rights of human being* to 
hi themselves to fill th© place** of intelli¬ 
gent, self-reliant cttia«ns. to help support a 
drunken fathur. should rebel and add their 
voices to th© song for deliverance, or that 
thousands of th© purest, best and truest 
wives and mothers of good, sober men. 
seeing the misery* and distress of their 
unfortunate sisters, should Join In the 
only protect possible? 

"Glv© woman the ballot and Col. Wat- 
terson will not b© annoyed by their serv¬ 
ing coffee and singing songs on election 
day. for th<*n they can go to the polilug 
booth, register their opinions in a digni¬ 
fied, womanly manner and be back home 
in a few moments. 

"As to ministers interfering with matt«r» 
outside of the church. 1 have seen th© 
time when th© New Orleans people vrere 
very gisd to se« them step down out of 
the pulpit and take a hand In worldly 
matters. When our city was stricken 
with the yellow fever, who stepped to the 
front? All down the line ministers and 
priest# of all denominations were found 
working shoulder to shoulder with the 
city press for the alleviation of suffering. 

"We all have our places in this wurld. 
and those fill that place beat who do 
most for humanity* as they see It." 

Here we have a complete sacrifice 
of the mU issue to a man of straw 
Th© real issue l© a prcq>oo©d law* vio¬ 
lently' to change the hab'4s of a peo 
pie, to confiscate hundred© of millions 
of dollars of property, to extinguish 
hundreds of mllhcms of do!ter© of reve¬ 
nue. The man of straw is the drunk¬ 
ard.

And what relation can he 
And between the mint strait Ion of the 
mail of Ood at the bedside and the 
graveside, and the screaming of the no< 
torlety-©eeking preacher In compact 
with the self-seeking politician, his 
heart rankling with hatred and malice 
and his lips reeking with abuse? 

Truly', everywhere and In all time, 
the intermingling of politics and re¬ 
ligion has never failed to bring forth 
evil fruitage. 

The AboMtlontets thought they were 
doing God’s service when they* set out 
to destroy slavery, peaceably, if they 
could, forcibly. If they must They tri¬ 
umphed at last after deluging the coun¬ 
try In blood to mUixe none of t |p- 
nuhlimoited conditions they expected of 
freedom.

It 
gut into politics. It got Into religion. 
When passion breaks in at the door 
not only wisdom, but humanity, flies 
out of the window.

If he finally sue 
oeods. a* the Abolition tel succeeded, he 
will face a world yet full of drink and 
drunkard*, the ruth less sacrifices be has 
wrought all in vain; religion none the 
gainer; moral© none the purer; nobody 
the richer except the alliance between 
the political hypocrite and the religious 
fanatic to play upon, to trade upon and 
to profit by the aonrimental innocence 
and Ignorance of the unthinking.

Sanitation, and hygiene and a mar¬ 
velous diminution of infant mortality 
are combating tho lower birth rat© by' 
increasing th© proportion V iur " 
vlvors, but It is a moot question 
whether th© compensation Is sufficient 
to ovurcomo the constantly dwindling 
family. Many there are who do not 
hesitate to declare thAt the national 
Integrity Is at stake; they point.to a 
family unit among the w©H-TO-do 
which approaches the vanishing point, 
and they shake their heads with a 
very real apprehension at an ill- 
assorted and. as they claim, undlgest- 
Ibl© army of invasion, with whom 
large families nr© the rule and sterile 
marriage* the exception.

This freak obligation covers, In 
point of fact, an object and a hobby 
most laudable. Appalled by th© In¬ 
fant mortality of th© borough Aider- 
man Wallace promised to give £ 1 to 
thq parents of th© first hundred chil¬ 
dren whose births were registered In. 
1908 and who should be alive at th© 
end of twelve months. Tiiat pledge the 
worthy gentleman is iu>w engaged In 
satisfying. Another baby enthusiast In 
another part of England, North West 
Durham, offers a novel remedy for the 
same 111 ; he would have an act passed 
directing the ringing of a curfew bell 
In even* town and city at 6 p. m. warn¬ 
ing people, under penalty, to have all 
children under twelve months old in' 
bod at that hour. 

Is the time coming when a dimin¬ 
ishing birthrate shall cause in tho 
United States a like resort to strange 
iTpedlenta? Was Mr. Roosevelt Jus¬ 
tified In his warning that the dwindling 
of families meant, sooner or later, the 
extinction of the race? Are civilisation 
and thrift and a higher social devel¬ 
opment bringing us measurably close 
to a danger, more real In this country 
thun elsewhere, by reason of the large 
Immigration? Will an alten and unas¬ 
sailable stock some day swamp the 
remnants of what Is native? * 

They tell us that the average dura¬ 
tion of human life ha* been doubled 
since th© days when Drake and Ra¬ 
leigh and Frobisher christened Vlr- 


«A National Asset," 

The prompt denial of a report from 
Bi&rrftx that King Edward had suffered 
nn apoplectic stroke la ns pleasing to 
Americans as It must be cheering to 
Britons. 

When 81r Edward Grey, at Westmin¬ 
ster last week, answering a censor of 
the King's foreign activities, described 
Edward as "a groat national aaeet" he 
made a very appropriate and truthful 
statement. Some nations, forced to 
take what Is born to them In th© way 
of rulers, are quite unfortunate In their 
Kings, for there are Kings who would 
mako better "spielers" for the side 
shows than sovereigns. Great Britain 
has had a number of that sort. Just 
now* In King Edward that nation has a 
ruler who Is one of th© most skillful 
of diplomats and one of the most pow¬ 
erful Infiuences for peace that can be 
Imagined. While largely a figurehead 
In domestic affairs. King Edward la an 
actual factor in foreign politics and ho 
uses hi* opportunities well. He rules 
with little fiashiness. H© resorts little 
to the limelight. He impresses folks 
as being more of a man than a king; 
yet, too, he leaves the impression that 
he Is more of a king than almost any 
other man of the ag©. He takes his 
offlc© seriously. He seems to adhere 
to the American precept that a public 
offlc© Is a public trust. It Is business. 

Commenting upon Sir Edward Grey's 
designation, a contemporary makes 
these apt observations: 

"Such a man is an as.iet whoraver h© 
may be placed. In commerce, in indus¬ 
try. In finance. In transportation, in min¬ 
ing, in ©very occupation depending to any 
•xtent upon public confidence, the man 
who promotes good will Is of th© first Im¬ 
portance not only to hla assoclutn# but to 
the community. Good-wlU is highly capi¬ 
talised in all commercial pursuit*. There 
are the beat of reasons why It should be 
-tultivuu-d by nations a* well us by indi¬ 
vidual# 

'The monarch whose toys ar© armies, 
cannons and fleets, who appears only in 
state and who has his scepter ever in 
view, can awaken little hut resentment In 
tht’fto days. Just as a great captain of In¬ 
dustry who rul^s by force and terror can 
hope for llttlo but public execration and 
a final overthrow. Kighttng men there 
must be in support of every worthy cause, 
public and private, but th© real cham¬ 
pions In such cases ar© more likely to be 
found among the assets of good-will than 
among th© liabilities of pretense and ran- 
cor." 

King Edward’s strength lies in his 
dignified good will. He Is Indeed "a 
national asset." In doing good serv¬ 
ice for Great Britain h© does good serv¬ 
ice for the whole world, of which Great 
Britain Is a formidable part. If Groat 
Britain must have a King—and Amer¬ 
icans would rather that she had a 
President—it would be harder to find a 
better on© than Edward.

Quit flourishing th© trumpet© 
and get resuRs"—these are the now 
instruction* from the Department of 
Justice to tho United &tato* attorneys 
prosecuting rebate wringer*, tend fraud 
artists and grafting corporation*.

lx*tween Judge Henry Burnett, who w«ui 
recently named a* Special Commissioner 
by Judge Walter Evans, of tho Federal 
Court, and attorneys representing both 
•Idas. The naming of the spec AI commit 
stoner grew out of a motion of attorney# 
of th© Cumberland company to amend the 
original bill, which wus granted by Judg« 
Evans, ami th» duties of Ju«l*« Burnett 
have been outlined in detail by Judge 
Evans. His duties will be to make a tuor- 
ough Investigation with a view to show¬ 
ing exactly what th© value of th© Cum¬ 
berland company's property in Lotttsvtllt 
is. and what the net earnings of th© « om. 
pany her© amount to It is expected that 
tho Investigation alii require a©v# r.»l 
months, us it will be prosecuted both In 
Louisville and Nashville.

READY FOR EXHIBITORS 


CARPENTERS AND PAINTERS 
COMPLETE THEIR WORK. 


Programm© For Southern Electrical 
Exposition Will B© Closed 
At Noon To-day. 


The last stroke of the carpenter’s ham¬ 
mer and the last swipe of the painter’s 
brush have been made In the Southern 
Electrical and Industrial Exposition and 
the floor has been turned over to tho ex¬ 
hibitors. The carpenters had completed 
their work shortly after noon yestorday 
and the painters wound up their work 
last night, so that the exposition Is ready 
for the advent of exhibits two days In 
Advance of the date set for the opening 
of the Armory tQ exhibitors. This Is ac¬ 
counted a notable achievement and when 
the visitor* arrive they will find h source 
uf wonder In the facility with which the 
gigantic task has been handled. Last 
Monday there was not a piece, of lumber 
In the building when the doors were 
opened at 6.50 o’clock. To-day the entire 
floor of the Armory 1* covered with a 
false floor and thousands of posts, sur¬ 
mounted by a network of wooden trellis, 
presents to the eye one of the most at¬ 
tractive scenes Imaginable.

The stimulating effect of fine spring 
weather Is shown In the reports from 
nearly all the principal cities Some 
progress I* making toward better things 
In Iron and steel, although conditions a* 
a whole remain unsettled- The contlnuud 
uncertainty as to prices in some finished 
Unes is the chief draw*back. widely cir¬ 
culated reports of further price cutting 
having a depressing effect. The best fca- 
fhre 1* tn the structural division, the 
low prices named resulting In u heavy 
movement, while orders pending aggre¬ 
gate a substantial volume. 

In the primary’ cotton goods market 
manufacturers are disposed to refuse con¬ 
tracts for future shipment. Indications 
pointing to higher rather than a reces¬ 
sion In prices. The dominant factor Is 
the export movement to Chinn, which has 
not yet terminated Estimate* a* to the 
aggregate busmens done since the first 
of the year vary from 100,000 bales to 
125,000 bales, a very large amount for this 
period. 

The consequent transfer of machinery 
to the heavier qualities of export goods 
has naturally affected the home market 
on the finer qualities of brown good*, 
while on- gray goods converters are show¬ 
ing renewed Interest in future contract*. 
The print cloth market Is well sold up 
both In the East and South, while plaid* 
and other colored gcxida are In satisfac¬ 
tory shape and both »taple and dress 
ginghams are sold ahead for some dis¬ 
tance. In the woolen good* division the 
distribution of frnrnple pieces Is now com¬ 
pleted and clothiers will begin to go on 
the road next week. 

Rome duplicate business Is already re¬ 
ported In the primary* market, an Indi¬ 
cation that orders have Ih.*cii placed by 
retail clothiers It 1* expected (hat op¬ 
eration* on overcoatings may begin ear¬ 
lier than usual thl* year, owing to the 
many new‘style* that have been shown. 

The Eastern boot and shoe market u 
quiet, wholesalers as a rule limiting the 
volume of new orders, but trade show* a 
slight Increase over the volume of busi¬ 
ness effected during the past six or eight 
we*ks. 

The market for hide* Is fairly* wed 
maintained, although the demand is only 
moderate. Sole and upper leather con¬ 
tinue* quiet, although there has been a 
slight Increase In the demand and ten¬ 
ners are holding prices steady, owing to 
the high market for hides.

"I find she has been bitten several times 
in the hand, but the worse bite. I con¬ 
sider. is that on her nose. Bites of tni* 
kind are extremely dangerous and give 
us th# greatest trouble and largest per¬ 
centage of mortality. 

"The head of the dog was brought to 
us by Mr Lentz, w'hose daughter, Lu¬ 
cille, is also here, for examination The 
microscopical examination of the brain of 
the animal show's the presence of the so- 
called negri bodies, making the diagnosis 
of rabies positive." 

Further than the fact that Mr. Dellinger 
and the little L*ntx girl have begun the 
Pasteur treatment nothing has been hoard 
from them, but there is a strong hope en¬ 
tertained by their relatives that they will 
return home fully relieved from the dan¬ 
gers of suffering an attack of hypropho- 
ota It is now the belief that many ani¬ 
mals of various kinds were bitten by the 
dog. that traveled several miles on Tues¬ 
day. and every' precaution w-lll be taken 
to prevent trouble from that source.
